It is unlikely that these included 
post-war international credit con- 
trol, but America certainly sees 
just as we do that the cut-throat 
competition of high tariffs, ex- 
change restrictions, export subsi- 
dies and currency manipulation 
cannot be allowed to continue 
when peace comes. 

The Foreign Secretary admitted 
that the talks he had were mainly 
of an exploratory nature, but, he 
said: “I feel convinced that no 
mission with which I have ever 
been charged has been so worth 
while as this.”

bank manager now looks upon his 
private customers. Initial credits 
in “Bancors,” or whatever the 
new world currency units were 


called, would be allotted to each 


country in proportion to the 
volume of its pre-war foreign 
trade. 

All would thus “ start fair.” and 


afterwards they would be ex- 
pected to live as nearly as pos- 
sible upon their incomes But 
when things went badly for any 
particular country, it would be 
allowed to “overdraw” up to a 
reasonable limit.

NLIKE the private 
U banker, however, the 
world bankers would 
also expect their national cus- 
tomers to spend their incomes 
and not to accumulate credits.

N any case, the compensa- 
Jin decision has done a 
great deal to end the scan- 
dalous anomaly of treating good 
wives and mothers of families as 
though their invaluable work for 
the country were of no account. 

Hitherto these brave and de- 
voted women have been officially 
described as “ not gainfully occu- 
pied” and, if one of them hap- 
pened to be disabled by a bomb, 
she was allowed only 16s. 4d. a 
week, whereas her daughter, doing 
any kind of paid job, was entitled 
to 28s.! 

This ridiculous distinction has 
now been done away with and in 
future all raid victims will be paid 
35s. a week for disablement irre- 
spective of occupation or sex. 

Nothing has been made of it 
yet, but your correspondent can- 
not help thinking that the case 
for “ payment of wives ” is greatly 
strengthened by this development. 

You see, most married women 
are not “ gainfully employed” to- 
day simply because they have no 
legal claim to be paid for the work 
they do. A housekeeper has to bey 
paid and to have fixed hours off 
duty. but a wife is dependent 
upon her husband's bounty. 

This is not fair. Admittedly 
the problem is difficult and highly 
personal and it might well be that 
any law awarding wives a fixed 
share of their husbands’ earnings 
would cause more trouble and in- 
justice than it would remove. 

But when women and men do 
get equal pay for equal work and 
when this principle of equality 
is generally and cheerfully ac- 
cepted by the public, I think it 
almost certain that married 
women will also insist upon a new 
and fairer deal than they have 
ever had before.

As a sergeant he could have been 
a bully and he could have satis- 
fied a will to power: but he was 
patient, honourable. tolerant, and 
he taught strangers the meaning 
of comradeship.

Having given everything to his 
fellow-men, he went into a little 
obscure grave in foreign dust. 


Irreparable Loss 


Yes the grave is a blind alley in 
which all that is mortal in us must 
end. Sergeant B. went there 
before his time. He was not yet 
forty. 

When I heard that he was dead 
I was tempted to cry out: “Oh, 
death! Greedy death! Haven't 
you had enough?’ I hate to 
think that my friend’s exuberant 
energy 1s done, and that his power 
ful muscles are, even as I write 
going back atom by atom into this 


lonely, wonderful earth. There 
was time for that. 
With the death of my friend 


there comes to me a sense of irre- 
parable loss. It took more than 
thirty-five years of sweat and pain 


to bring him to the scythe of the 
blind and eternal mower. For 
what? 


For that which makes man Man 
My friend died for the things that 


man is born for. He died going 
forward. He died with a high

AST week was a week of mourn- 

tul coincidence. The day after 
I heard of the death of my friend 
I met an American whom I know 
tolerably well, who told me of the 
death of a friend of his. 

And it happened that the name 
of his friend was exactly the same 
as the name of mine, and that he 
had died in the same place. 

Yes, Sergeant B. and Corporal B. 
both lie in the same dust. For all 
I know they may lie within reach 
of each other. 

The same restless, barren, life- 
iess and uneasy desert lies for ever 
above them, and they mingle with 
it together The coincidence of 
names impressed me. I asked 
about this American corporal 
whose name was also B. 

He came from the heart of the 
United States. If you drew a line 
from Charleston to San Francisco 
and another from New York to 
San Diego, you would find the 
home of this lost American not 
very far from the point at which 
these two lines intersect. 

He joined the Army in the late 
twenties because he could not 
think of anything else to do for a 
living.
